There ts a nice legal question tn- 
volved, to which the attorneys of the 
Southern Pacific have been giving 
close attention and study for many 
months. It is whether the United 
States government has power to 
make the provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust act retroactive, even ad- 
mitting that the operation of the Cen- 
tral and the Southern Pactfie under 
one management is a “combination 
in restraint of trade.” an admission 
which the Southern Pactfic is by no 
means ready to make. 

The Central Pacific was leased to 
the Southern Pacific tn’ 1885 for a 
period of ninety-nine years, and the 
sale of the Central Pactfic stock to 
the Southern Pacific was also made 
before the Sherman law was enacted. 
There is Goubt whether even the 
United States government has power 
to compel a sale or dissolution un- 
der such  circumetances. which 
amounts to making the operation of 
the Sherman law ex-post facto, and 


consequently, forbidden by the Con- 


stitution of the United States 

Kruttschnitt, who arrived in Gan 
Francisco last night, says that he is 
not here to indulge in any machina- 
tions against the peace ang dignity 
of the United States, but to make an 
inspection of the property of the 
Southern Pacific tn California. He 
says that he hase every confidence 
that the Southern Pacific will win 
this sult on points of fact as well as 
law, if Atty.-Gen. McReynolds pushes 
the case into the courts, as is now 
threatened.

HOPELESSLY DEADLOCKED 
ON NEW STATION PLANS. 


Council Vote on Spur Track Relocation Stands Four 
to Three, With Reed and McKenzie Absent—Matter 
- Ig Sent Back to Public Utilities Committee—Full Re- 


T YESTERDAY'S session on 
tions affecting the granting 
spur track relocation permits, 
necessary to carry out the new Espee 
depot plans, Councilmen Betkouski, 
Conwell, Langdon and Snowden were 
in favor of the grants, and Bryant. 
Wheeler and Whiffen against them. 
This created a situation where to 
progress could be made, as five votes 
were necessary to pass the d 
legislation. The subject was sent 
back to the Publie Utilities Commit- 
tee. 
When the deadlock can be broken 
is uncertain. Councilman McKenzie 
will be absent at least two weeks, and 
when he returns it is uncertain what 
his attitude will be. Should he side 
with the obstructionists, the deadiock 
will continue, unless it is possibie to 
win over President Whiffen. This was 
indicated by Whiffen, himself, in 
sending the subject back to the com- 
mittee. Latigdon objected, saying that 
euch ection was useless, and only him- 
self and Whiffen were present to act 
in committee and their ideas were 
exactly opposed. Whiffen said that he 
“was open to reason,” and suggested 
that there be further discussion in 
committee. 
The arguments of pre- 
sented all angles of the question—ar- 
guments for the granting of the per- 
mits go that the depot building may 
be started; arguments for the with- 
holding of all legislation in this regard 
until a definite comprehensive plan for 
grade crossing elimination is adopted; 
arguments for a series of viaducts on 
the cross streets, instead of elevated 
railroad tracks, etc. 

A large delegation of business men 
urged immediate favorable action on 


other citizens urged delay until the 
State Railroad Commission passes up- 
on the depot plans that are now before 
it. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Councilman Conwell at yesterday's 
session gave a concise history of 
movement on behalf of clearing the 
way for the building of the new Ar- 
cade Depot. He prefaced this with 
the-remarks that a great many peo- 
ple are under the impression that the 
Southern Pecific is asking for addi- 
tional spur tracks across Fourth 
street, but that, as a matter of fact, 
the proposed changes would not add 
a single foot more of tracks than 
now exist on this street, and that it 
would place them more advan - 
ly for the railroad and the public 
street traffic. 

In hie resume of the history of the 
procedure, Conwell said: 

“"The question of a depot to be built 
by the Southern Pacific on the site of 
the Arcade Station has been before 
the people and Counci! a tong time. It 
took concrete form in August when 
the Southern Pacific came before the 
Council with plans and specifications 
for a new etation costing between 
$600,000 and $700,000. The subject 
was originally referred to the Public 
Utilities Committee, which committee, 
after many public hearings, reported 
back to the Council an amended plan 
with their approval. This wae in turn 


Public Utilities, Mr. McKenzie, chair- 
man. Langdon, 
committee held many open meetings, 
the scheme was discussed from every 
angle, McKenzie delaying his de- 
parture for the East until such time 
as he could report to the Council with 
a definite recommendation. 

“This report was made in Septem- 
ber. It recommended that the con- 
cessions asked for by the railroad be 
granted as amended and that the de- 
pot as mutually agreed upon between 
the committee and the Southern Pa- 
eific be constructed. This report was, 
as I remember it, unanimously ap- 


torney was instructed to draw the 
necessary ordinance. in accordance 
with the report. From a »partia- 
mentary standpoint and with a «'ngle 
exception (Petition 165) the matter 
now stands where the Council left it, 
namely, in the attorney's handa.” 
"The original question concerned «4 
depot only, but during the discussion 
between the Board of Utilities and 
the Utility Committee there was in- 
jected into the subtect by civic or- 
ganizations and individuals two ques- 
tions, namely, a union depot and the 
elimination of grade crossings. Those 
favoring both items insisted that con- 
sent of the company for a union de- 
pot and the elflmination of grade 
crossings must be made precedent to 
the erection of any depot. 

“Let us go back to the report of the 
Public Utilities Committee adopted by 
this Council, analyze same and under- 
stand clearly just what concessions 
were asked from the city and just 
what the Southern Pacific is expected 
to do by virtue of such concessions. 
A rearrangement of tracks on Alame- 
da and Fourth streets was deemed 
necessary by the com to carry 
out the depot plan. track and 
land arrangements consisted of eight 
itema, as follows: 

THE DEMANDS. 
“let—The city to acknowledge that 
the title to butt end of Fifth street is 
vested in the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 

“2nd—The city to grant usual 
franchise for moving over its tracks 
across Fourth street and along Ala- 
meda, as per petition filed with Coun- 
cll November 4, 1912, known as Pe- 
tition No. 1665. 

srd—City Council to grant usual 
franchise for rearrangement of tracks 
on Fourth and Alameda streets, serv- 
ing the California Pine Box and Lum- 
ber Company, known as Application 
No.,1770, filed with the Council in 
1912. 

City Counell to grant 

usual franchise for a lead across 
Fourth street, as per petition filed 
September 11, 1913, and known as 
Petition No. 1767.

The 
Mayor's veto of this ordimance is 
based upon the fact that its pro- 
vision encroached upon tand dedi- 
cated for sidewalk purposes. An al- 
ternative for the second provision 
now etands before the Council, in 
which the moving over of the tracks 
in Alameda street is not extended 
south of Fourth street, and there the 
matter now stands so far as require- 
ments and concessions of the South- 
ern Pacific Company are concerned.

N !A REPORT made itn Judge Con- 
[= ‘s court yesterday, Col. W. H. 
Hajlabird, receiver for the Califor- 
nia Development Company, stated 
that, owing to opposition from the 
Mexi¢tan government, he had moved 
from Mexican soll all of the dredges, 
machjinery and tools used in the con- 
struct ion of the company's canal sys- 
tem {hat reaches down across the line 
from Imperial Valley. 
Receiver Holabird's report on the 
Mexij-an situation, in so far as it af- 
fecty his company, was supplemented 
by a quarterly financial report, show- 
ing the receipts and disbursements of 
the quarter ending September 30. 
Over $200,000 has been spent in that 
time, 


~ The trouble with the authorities on 


the Mexican side dates back to the 
when the Mexican receiver for 
the subsidiary company, A. F. An- 
Grade, insisted upon being recognized 
by Elolabird. The company has spent 
neatly half a million dollars in Mex- 
ico, perfecting the canal system of 
the great tract and doing Other im- 
provement work. Andrade ‘was ap- 
pois ted Mexican receiver at a secret 
cougt session, it is charged, and with 
the aid of the government authorities 
acrées the border would not let Hola- 
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bird continue his work. 
Tiorowing hundreds of men out of 


employment by reason of the attitude 
of Mexico, Holabird had all of the 
equipment moved north. While the 
jurisdiction of the court, by which 
Holabird was appointed, does not ex- 
tend over Mexican soil, Holabird felt 
that he was not under obligations to 
the M n receiver, and would not 
negotiate with him. The company 
for which Andrade is receiver has no 
capital and was merely formed in 
Mexico as an agent of the parent 
firm. 

Both reports are very voluminous 
and reflect great credit upon the re- 
ceiver, who for years has piloted 
the affairs under a receivership. 

In view of Judge Conrey’s appoint- 
ment to the Appellate Court te suc- 
eved the late Judge Matthew T. Allen, 
the hearing of the Various motions in 
the development comypany litigation 
were continued yesteraay until next 
Monday.

Even 
Chief Engineer Mulholland was un- 
willing to even hazard a chance esti- 
mate of cost, saying that he knew the 
country but Imperfectly, and that 
elaborately-pursued geological prob- 
ings of the mountains through which 
tunnels would have to be bored must 
be made before even arriving at an 
approximation of costs. 

The filings made by Ryan, who ts 
understood to represent the Silver 
Lake Power and Irrigation Company, 
cover the Rush Creek watershed from 
the source almost to the mouth. 
Though Ryan committed himself to 
no plans in his applications to the 
Pitate Water Commission, Mulholland 
etated yesterday that the flow of this 
creek averages 6000 to i000 inches 
the year around. 

Electrical Engineer Scattergood, in 
a special plea for action, stated that 
by robbing Mill and Lavigne creeks 
and thrawing their water down Rush 
Creek through various lakes and over 
numerous waterfalls, a total of about 
10,000 horse power of clectrical en- 
ergy would be obtained. All this, 
however, presupposes a tunnel con- 
nection between the streams, and here 
matters hitched

The absinthe drinker is not on 
a hunger strike. He gets his, and gets it 
regularly. At least two brands of the stuff 
are on the local market under the label of 
ddlicate cordials. It is claimed that there 
is no wormwood in them, but absinthe it 
certainly is, although it wears a pleasantly 
thin disguise. Of course the government 
experts cannot afford to sample every cock- 
tall and liquor introduced to the market, 
for, if they did, all life would consist of 
mornings after. 


LUCKY TOWN. 

Huntington Park will be put on the 
free mail delivery system by the Postoffice 
Department this week. This is recogni- 
tion of a thriving little city at the open 
gates of a larger one. Huntington Park 
would be a part of Los Angeles if Vernon 
did not come between, and it would be a 
lovely portion of the bigger city. Three 
fine new brick blocks have gone np there 
in the last month for business purposes, 
and no telling how many residences have 
been built So much land is being sold 
between there and Long Beach for indus- 
trial sites that Huntington Park is becom- 
ing more and more popular as & city of 
homes.

INDLY SOCIALISTS. 

A recent issue of the Peace Forum con- 
tains a report of a debate between Dr. John 
Wesley Hill and Dr. Bourke White. The 
question under discussion was: “Resolved, 
that Socialism is a peril to the state and to 
the church.” Dr. White admitted that So- 
clalism was such a peril and contended 
that it ought to be. He declared that if dy- 
namite would put an end to the present s0- 
cial order, he and the Socialists who be- 
fleve with him “would sell the coats off 
their backs to buy dynamite.” He stated 
that they placed the red flag above the 
Stars and Stripes because they regarded 
the red flag as infinitely greater. This pa- 
triotic sentiment was vigorously applauded 
by the Socialist audience and not a single 
overripe egg was thrown at the speaker. 


LAVERY IN THE PHILAPPINES. 
Reports which have been current for 
some time that peonage and even slavery 


gti] exist in parts of the Philippines are 


confirmed in a specia) report which William 
H. Phipps, auditor of the Philippine govern- 
ment, bas sent to the War Department at 
Washington. 

Mr. Phipps reports many cases of boys 
and giris sold into slavery by their parents, 
members of savage tribes. Slaves thus pur- 
chased are made to serve wealthy planters 
as field workers and servants. 

The report was made in response to & 
demand for tnformation expressed in a res- 
lution introduced by Senator Borah and 
adopted by the United States Senate. The 
Senator now has made known his intention 
to introduce a bill which, if enacted into 
law, will put a stop to this condition which, 
@f course, must not be tolerated under the 
American flag. 

It le to be noted at the same time that 
the fact that slavery does exist in the Phil- 
ippines is added evidence that the people 
@ that country, regarded as a whole, are 
emi far from being fit for absolute self- 
government, no matter what President Wil- 
eon or Secretary Bryan may think or say 
to the contrary. 


KIRTS AND DYNAMITE. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst has been a4- 
mitted to the United States by the immi- 
gration authorities. It seems that she is | 
scheduled to appear on several lecture plat- 
forms, and members of the present admin- 
istration—Mr. Bryan, for instance—know | 
how very important are such echedules. So, 
having assisted her publicity agents by de- 
taining her a night or so at Bilis Island 
(making her comfortable in Mr. Caminetti’s 
suite of offices, however,) with the threat of | 
deportation, Mrs. Pankhurst is to be allowed | 
to fulfill her Chautauqua engagements. It 
is no secret that she needs the money—for 
in England dynamite is expensive and the 
purses of the militant suffragettes are 
empty. 

Of course, it is understood by all sane | 
persons that Mrs. Pankhurst differs from 
other forsign dynamiters with whom our 
immigration authorities have had dealings, 
in that she wears skirts. Skirts make a 
tremendous, amount of difference among 
gallant men; and those tn the administra- 
tive positions of this country seldom fall 
to disclose their chivalry by tempering their 
judicial decisions with clemency for mem- 
bers of the “fairer sex”—a distinction, how- 
ever, that the photographs of Mrs. Pank- 
huret fail to establish. 

She comes to us with a notorious crim- 
inal record. But that makes her all the 
more interesting. Had she not been so 
notorious it is barely possible that Mr. Cam- 
inetti might not have developed so remark-

The indispensable attraction of a cir- 
cus is the preliminary street parade. The 
spangled and feathered riders on gally- 
caparisoned steeds; the motley<lad clown, 
riding a emall, spotted, subservient burro; 
the calliope on a wagon shrieking the mu- 
sic of “Hail Columbia” with never a dimin- 
uendo from etart to finish; the bands “with 
sonorous metal blowing martial sounds;” 
the circus ladies with abbreviated skirts and 
fantastic headgear, piled on a pyramid 
wagon like Osea upon Pelion; the stately 
elephants marching along with dignity and 
composure; the camels with two humps and 
vicious countenances; the majestic lions, 
the wicked tigers, the lithe leopards and 
the monkeys caricaturing human nature. 

All these appear in the circus street pa- 
rade. This it ie that lines Broadway and 
Spring street with children and “grown- 
ups” and bushes the toot and stops the on- 
ward rush of autos, and piles the cross 
streets with long lines of trolley cars, and 
causes citizens who are in haste to reach 
their destination and who care pot for cir- 
cus parades to speak cuss words. 

And yet who would, if he could, dispense 
with the circus street parades’? and who 
does not sympathize with the people of Ar- 
kansas in their determined purpose not to 
be any longer deprived of these destructive

8,000,000 calves. If they had been allowed 
to live one year they would have averaged 
600 pounds of good beef and would have 
given to the country 4,800,000,000 pounds of 
beef instead of only 560,000,000 pounds. 
According to a conservative estimate this 
4,000,000,000-0dd pounds would furnish a 
city of 360,000 people with its total meat 
supply for over fifty years. 

The effect of excessive slaughter of 
calves is apparent not only in the advance 
in the price of beef, but in the increased 


| value of the imports of animal origin, which 


in 1911 was in round numbers $143,000,000 
and in 1912 was $203,000,000. The greatest 
single increase was in cattle hides, which 
almost doubled. 

For the first time in our history the ex- 
ports of animals and anima! products of all 
kinds in 1912 fell below the imports in 
value. 

Notwithstanding the slaughter of calves 
and the reduction in production of beef and 
lack of increase in herds the United States 
still leads the world in the number of cat- 
tle, sheep and hogs. We had last year 
169,000,000, Russia fn Burope and Asta 
149,000,000, India 140,000,000, Australia 
104,090,000, Argentina 98,000,000, Germany 
51,000,000, the United Kingdom 46,000,000, 
and France 39,000,000, 

In 1906 we exported $250,000,000 worth 
of meat products and food animals. Last 
year our exports were reduced to $1596,- 
000,000. The reduction occurred chiefly in 
beef. There has been but a slight reduc- 
tion in pork products. 

There have been in cold-storage ware- 
houses in Atlantic cities and in San Fran- 
cisco a number of cargoes of Australian 
and Argentine beef. Under the new tariff 
law this frozen meat is now released from 
bond. The boards of health of every mu- 
nicipality should require such meat to be 
examined, and if it is found that formalde-

ARROYO SECO PARKS. 
BY HARRY BOWLING, 


We have turned the old-time, dry mesas 
the north and west of Los Ange 
Jes into a delight of shade and flowers and 
velvet lawns, the cynosure of every strang- 
er and the joy of every householder. We 
have covered the bills north and east with 
homes and gardens, as fair as the most ex- 
acting could desire. In Echo, Hollenbeck, 
Westlake and Eastlake parks we have 
shown what landscape effects can be pro- 
duced when western men combine with 
western nature. 

But the most beautiful of all our natural 
surroundings we have so far entirely neg- 
lected. The Arroyo Seco from the Devil's 
Gate above Pasadena to Sycamore Grove 
in East Los Angeles has not received the 
attention, the care, the comparatively small 
expense that would so easily convert it into 
a succession of magnificent parks. 

We could do fr more here than San 
Francis¢eo has done in Golden Gate Park, 
and how much Golden Gate Park has done 
for San Francisco our citizens hardly seem 
to realize. 

In this respect we Rave allowed the north- 
ern city to get ahead of us. Let us £0 
ahead of ft and construct a park from this 
wide sweep of stream and woodlanéd—to 
put San Francisco once more behind us. 
Nature offers us a challenge in the exten- 
sive Arroyo Seco, scooped out—so to 
speak—as & natural driveway to the front 
door of the city. Why treat it as a “service 
entrance” only? 

Los Angeles will soon be the busiest cen- 
ter west of the Rocky Mountains; Pasadena 
fa already the most ideal home city on 
earth. What better proof could we give of 
our civic pride than to connect these two 
with a string of parks that shall be some 
thing unique in the history of landscape 
gardening 

Adolphus Busch—to whose memory Pas 
adena should erect a worthy monument— 
has already shown us what art and money 
can effect In one small section of the Ar- 
royo. His sunken gardens are the show 
place of the Crown City, the best adver- 
tisement she has ever had. We cannot treat 
the whole Arroyo on the same liberal scale, 
but can turn it into a bower of beauty at 
a moderate expense, to be a park for our 
citizens, a pleasure resort for holiday mak- 
ers and a perpetual playground for the chil- 
dren. We have much 
tasks. 

We have bnilt and are building orna- 
mental bridges across this mighty gorge; 
we are not grudging the expense. y 
leave the work half completed by negilect- 
ing the gorge itself? 

What a wonderful panorama it ts 
to the lover of nature! Stand on the slope 
of the oak-studded hills that stretch from 
South Pasadena to Highland Pafk and take 
a comprehensive view of the wooded glen 
through which serpentines the bed of the 
Arroyo. There are biots on the landscape; 
a huge tumbledown, white-washed barn, a 
rickety, black trestle bridge, a crude rock- 
crushing plant, too many shanties, ‘ugly, 
bare patches of rock and sand where un- 
controlled floods have washed away their 
banks, too much tangle of weeds and rub- 
bish. 


In spite of these drawbacks the general 
effect is one to enthuse an artist and in- 
spire a poet. Imagine the result if all these 
eyesores were removed, if the stream was 
confined to one deep channel, if the super. 
fluous brush and weeds were replaced with 
green grass and flower beds and a smooth, 
olled road followed the meanderings of the 
stream. There are trees enough and sbrubs 
enough, the natural beauty would not have 
to be tampered with. Not a ‘single tree, 
sycamore, willow or wild oleander should 
feel the destroying ax. Co , not 
destruction, will be the order of the day. 

The expenditure of a large amount of 
good taste and inspired planning, coupled 
with a little grading, digging and planting, 
would give us five miles of parkland scen- 
ery not to be surpassed this side of Para- 
dise, much less in San Francisco. 

Money? Yes, it would cost money to re 
fashion the Arroyo Seco and provide for 
ite upkeep. The smal! assessment, how- 
every, levied on each property holder along 
the improved sections would come back a 
hundredfold tn the increased value of their 
holdings. 

Highland Park has already a civic league 
formed to boost for such a project; Gar- 
vanza is a community of artists: South 
Pasadena has never been lacking in civic 
pride, and Pasadena itself is not a city of 
paupers. East Los Angeles needs to stir 
itself, to add a progressive punch to the 
programme, if East Los Angeles expects to 
attract some of the capital that is pouring 
into West Adams street and Pico Heights

PAVING PLAN. 


HEMET, Oct. 20,—Kenneth Dicker- 
son, manager of the Star Cement 
Company, Riverside, appeared before 
the City Trustees and asked for a 
permit to commence the paving of 
several business blocks, his company 
having secured contracts from the 
owners of the property to do the 
work.
